Johnson representsd tho Bucks 
County Bankers Association at the 
State Banking Board hearing Fri­ 
day la Harrisburg. He also repre­ 
sented Group t of the Pennsylvania 
Bankera’ Association comprising 
Berks, Bucks, Chester, Delaware, 
Montgomery and Schuylkill Coun­ 
ties. 
Surprised at AetJoa 
While granting the Western Sav 
ing Fund Society application, the 
State Banking Board turned down 
a Philadelphia Saving Fund Society 
request to open a branch in Jen 
kintown.’ 
Johnson expressed surprise at 
the hoard’s action. He said he 
would have guessed the Board 
would turn down the Western 8av 
Ing Fund Society application be­ 
cause "banking competition Is a1 
ready heavy In Upper Darby.” 
In presenting rn protest resolu­ 
tion to th* State Banking Board, 
area bankera Cited a state law 
which 
provides 
that 
fddltfonal 
branch banka may not be organised 
and operated In areas where ade­ 
quate 
banking 
facilities 
exist. 
Johnson said. Johnson presented 
the resolution to the Board. 
Reasons to he Given 
State Banking Secretary L. Merle 
Campbell, In announcing the State 
Banking Board decision, said rem 
sons for the Board’* action will 
“probably be available the latter 
part of this week from the 8tat* 
Department” 
Campbell said It was nnusual 
for the board’s declkion to be an­ 
nounced before th* 8tate Depart­ 
ment reviewed the matter, hut "we 
decided*to do so because of th* an. 
usual interest in the cases." 
Johnson said area bankers would 
prefer that the State 
Banking 
Board withhold decisions on cross­ 
county branch banking until other 
legislation could be studied and 
adopted.

U. Spears Power 
Of Radio Hams To 
Aid Reds in Attack 
WASHINGTON (INS)—The na­ 
tion's 800,000 amateur radio opera­ 
tors were under scrutiny today on 
Capitol Hill and in key federal 
agencies for the detection of any 
possible security risks. 
This was disclosed aa Senate 
Foreign Relations Cuairman Alex­ 
ander Wiley (R., Wig.) indicated 
that Congress' may be asked to 
tighten regulations affecting the 
hams" and their stations, Including 
ship-to-shore installations. 
Wiley said that commercial com­ 
munications probably would be de­ 
stroyed in event of an atomic at­ 
tack, and added that "about the 
only persons on the air would be 
those who operate radio transmit­ 
ters as a hobby.” He said this would 
open the way for a disloyal opera­ 
tor to guide a Soviet plane to its 
target 
Wiley said the Federal Communi­ 
cations Commission has told him 
it is "indeed seriously concerned 
with the security problems created 
by the more than 234,000 radio 
transmitters and the approximately 
800,000 operators who are capable 
of utilizing the equipmet.” 
R. H. Hyde, FCC chairman, in­ 
formed Wiley the problem was com­ 
plicated by the fact that the com­ 
mission’s staff is limited.

NKW YORK— (INS)—A new and 
extra-safe polio vaccine, made by 
exposing polio virus to a two- 
second blast of ultra-violet rays,

tests on 30 human volunteers, Chi­ 
cago scientists reported today. 
The report also Indlretily chal­ 
lenged the safety of another vac­

The brief bath in ultra • violet 
light destroys the p«»wer of the 
p<.iIio virus to cause disease, the 
researchers said, but retains its 
ability to stimulate the body to 
produce dlsease-flghtlng, immuni 
ty-glvlng polio antibodies In the 
hl(H)dstream. 
Drs. Albert Miller, Sidney la»v 
inson and H. J. Hhaughnessy of Chi­ 
cago's Michael Reese hospital said 
the 30 volunteers, many of whom 
had no detectable antlbcKlles be 
fore vaccination, now* have pro­ 
tective antibody levels as strong as 
lf they had suffered — and sur­ 
vived — a polio attack. 
The new vaccine is prepared 
from three strains of virus grown 
In test-tube cultures of monkey 
kidney tissue, like the trial vac­ 
cine produced by Pittsburgh's Dr.

An entry in the library records 
shows that in 1821.Jonathan Walton 
was paid $5 a year as librarian. 
Further notation says he was also 
paid **15 cents for candles.” 
Another entry mentions that in 
1893 the librarian was paid $10.50 a 
month and “her husband was asked 
to keep the lawn mowed." 
Books Sold In Civil War 
The library was conducted In 
various homes In the community 
until 1874. Apparently It suffered 
hard times during the Civil War. 
Only a few books were purchased 
and eventually all of them were 
sold. 
Each 
stockholder received 
$17.81. 
After the war, In 1879, the li­ 
brary was revived and the books 
were kept in stores in the commu­ 
nity. Kirk’s Store, which is now 
Irwin s Drugs, was one of them. 
The present building was a gift 
of Anna Mary Williamson. She left 
$12,000 for purchase of a lot and 
constructian of a building. The 
land was bought for $800 in 1888. 


In 1889 the library was deeded 
to the borough. 
The library derives it* support 
from a $4000 trust fund, member­ 
ship shares and individual

group donations.
